> DON'T crank the volume if you're using a speaker-mic! 
> It works fine as long as you're straining to hear those faint 
> stations thru the wind noise in the car... 


I used to do this routine...use the speaker-mic with my ht and then I 
used to clip it on to the seatbelt by my ear. I saw someone selling 
amplified speakers at a hamfest. Interestingly, the demo they had set 
up at the fest was using the same radio as mine (Yaesu FT-470). You 
could not hear the radio over the ambient noise. He plugged in this 
external Motorola amplified speaker and the sound came booming out! It 
was the best purchase I ever made! All I did then was plug the speaker 
into the earphone plug on top of the speaker-mic plug and the speaker 
was powered through the cigarette lighter outlet. So I still used the 
speaker-mic for a mic and then used this external speaker. Costs about 
$20 and was wonderful. I have seen them at hamfests many times since. 


Of course now, I have a mobile rig but there are times that I'v 
thought of connecting that external speaker to my mobile rig :-)

>When I'm mobile, I usually take my HT along. Since it's (nearly) summer here 
>in Chicago, I drive with the windows open. Due to the wind noise, I have to 
>turn the HT volume way up. 

> 

Try using an earphone or VOX headset while mobile. The volume doesn't have to 
be turned up as loud which saves on batteries. Having the sound source sticking 
in your ear makes it a whole lot easier to hear than a sound source two feet 
away. With the windows open I doubt the VOX would be useful, in that instance 
just use the PTT when you want to transmit. 


What are the legalities of using a headset/earphone while mobile? I searched 
the Indiana Code index the other day and didn't find anything related to it.
